Mr. James O. Flood, the Calif crim 
milhoniare, whose death bas just occur­ 
red at Heidelbure, Germany, bad 'a ca­ 
reer which outdid the most extravagant 
romance. He went to California early in 
the fifties with a few hundred dollars, 
and by judicious investments in mining 
property, became in twenty years one of 
tbe richest men in America. In ten years 
he made over $20,000,000 in bard cash, 
and at the height of hi9 pioeperiiy his in­ 
come was $10,000 a day. Like nearly all 
rich men he was ambitious to beoome 
rioter, and two years ago be undertook, 
with John Mackay, to corner the Liver­ 
pool wheat market. They failed in this 
enterprise, losing $12,000,000, about one- 
half the lops falling to Mr. Flood. By 
the shrinkage of mining stock his for­ 
tune was also greatly reduced, but he 
died worth several million dolllars.

W a sh in g t o n, Feb. 28.—In the House, 
on motion of Mr. Culberson of Texas, the 
Senate amendment was concurred in to the 
House bill requiring United States judges 
to Instruct juries in writing in certain 
cases. 
Mr. Abbott, of Texas, called up the 
Senate bill for the erection of a public 
building at Fort Worth, Tex., with an 
amendment limiting the cost to $7o,000. 
Mr. Bland refrained from entering any fil­ 
ibustering motion, and consequently the 
bill was passed. 
Mr. Adams, of Illinois, 
was next recognized, and upon his motion 
a bill was passed for the relief of the widow 
of Col. Arno Voss. 
Mr. Allen of Michigan was the next 
favored one, and he called up a bill increas­ 
ing to $150,000 the limit of cost for the 
public building at Winona, Minn.; but 
pending action, the hour for the considera­ 
tion of business by unanimous consent ex­ 
pired. 
On motion of Mr. Hemphill of South 
Carolina, a session was ordered for Thurs­ 
day night for appropriate ceremonies per­ 
taining to the acceptance of the Cass and 
Muhlenburg statues, and for the considera­ 
tion of business reported from the commit­ 
tee on the District of Columbia. 
The 
House then went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Dockery of Missouri in the 
chair) on the Indian appropriation bill, 
which was 
favorably reported to the 
House,cand the Senate amendment appro­ 
priating $1,192,000 to pay the Seminole 
Indians for the lands in Indian Territory 
ceded to the United States was agreed to. 
[Of the lands acquired 2,037,000 acres are 
made open to settlement under the home­ 
stead law. ] On motion of Mr. Morrill, of Kan­ 
sas, an amendment was adopted directing the 
commissioners authorized to treat with the 
Cherokee Indians for a relinquishment of 
their title to the Cherokee outlet, also to 
treat with the prairie band of Pottawato- 
mies and Kickapoo Indians of Kansas for 
a sale of a portion of their reservation. 
An amendment was adopted authorizing 
the President to establish two land offices 
upon the lands opened to settlement by 
this act. 
The bill was then passed. 
It was 
tho last of the general appropriation bills. 


OPPOSES THE AMENDMENTS. SSM 


P ro p o sed C hanges In th e In te r -S ta te 
L aw D iscu ssed In th e S en ate. 
W a sh in g t o n, 
Feb. 
2 8 .—Mr. Cullom 
called up the bill to amend the inter-state 
commerce law in the Senate for the pur­ 
pose of securing action upon the two House 
amendments on which the conference had 
been unable to agree. 
One of the amend­ 
ments in question gives State courts juris­ 
diction of questions] arising uflder the act, 
while the other makes it unlawful for com* 
toon carriers to transport oil for shippers 
owning or controlling 
cars, tanks, or 
cylinders at a less rate per car-load than is 
charged for oil transported In barrels. 
Mr. Sherman favored concurrence in 
both amendments. 
He 
thought State 
Courts might properly bo intrusted with 
the enforcement of national law in ques­ 
tions of local character. 
He favored the 
other proposition because under the present 
system great corporations like tho Stand­ 
ard Oil company, which not only owned Its 
cars but was able to buy railroads, wore 
enabled to furnish cars to railroads on con­ 
dition that no other shipper should use 
them, thus shutting out the small refiner. 
Mr. Cullom said the amendment in rela­ 
tion to cars for the transportation of 
petroleum attempted to introduce special 
legislation into a general act, and would 
enforce unjust discriminations. When one 
shipper required a railroad company to 
furnish a certain kind of car and the com­ 
pany declined to do so, and when the ship­ 
per furnished such cars for himself it did 
not seem to him (Cullom) that such shipper 
was required by the common law, or 
should be required by statutory law, to 
supply tho same facilities for all other 
shippers in the same line of business. 
As to the other House amendments (to 
confer jurisdiction on tho State courts) 
Mr. 
Cullom believed 
that 
it 
would 
result in different decisions in the construc­ 
tion of a national law. 
As far as he was 
concerned he was very anxious to go just 
as far as he could go consistently with the 
law and constitution and duty in protect­ 
ing the great body of the people; but he 
was not willing to go so far as to take a 
step that was of doubtful propriety. 
Al­ 
ready tho railroads of the country were 
suffering under difficulties which had come 
upon them, not from inter-State legislation, 
not from any act of commerce, but from 
conditions which had prevailed before the 
passage of the inter-State law. 
The Senate adjourned without action on 
the amendments. 


General Gossip. 
The President has signed tho bills pen­ 
sioning Mrs. Sheridan and retiring Gen. 
Rosecraus. 
The conference report on tho agricultural 
department aapropriation bill was present­ 
ed and agreed to by the Senate. 
The Senate bill to amend the law to pro­ 
vide for the bettor protection of the salmon 
fisheries of Alaska was passed. 
Mr. Platt, from the committee on Ter­ 
ritories, reported two bills for the forma­ 
tion and admission of the States of Idaho 
and Wyoming; and said that as soon as tho 
bills were printed he would ask for their 
consideration. 
The conference report on the bill author­ 
izing the construction of a wagon bridge 
across the Missouri river near Sioux City, 
Iowa, was agreed to by tho Senate. 
Representative Oates reported back the 
naturalization bill with a new section. 
This section creates in the State department 
at Washington a registration division for 
the registration of all persons hereafter 
naturalized aud makes such registration 
essential to the validity of such naturaliza­ 
tion. 
The following nominations were sent to 
the Senate: William S. Rosecrans, late 
Brigadier-General United States army, to 
be Brigadier-General to dato from Feb. 27, 
1889, with a view to his being placed on 
the retired list of tho army. 
William F. 
Smith, late Major-General in tho Corps of 
Engineers, to be Major of Engineers, to 
date from Feb. 27, 1889, with a vi ew to 
his name being placed on tho retired list of 
the army.

The 
law as laid down in Indiana is that a 
person who rudely and recklessly rides 
a bicycle sgainsft a person on a sidewalk 
shall be liable for sn action for aseanlt 
and battery.

Bicycle riding is to be encour­ 
aged , tn t the riders thould know their 
piece and keep in it.

T h irty O ther* W ou n d ed In rn C anadian 
Train W reck. 
St. 
G e o r q e , 
Ont., 
Feb. 
28.—The 
Grand Trunk St. Louis express, passing 
here east-bound at about <3 o’clock last 
evening, went through a bridge just east 
of this station. 
A broken tire on one of 
the engine wheels caused the rails to spread, 
and the first passenger car, a Pullman car, 
and the dining car went through the mid­ 
dle section of the bridge. 
The Pullman car, which contained most 
of the passengers, was thrown clear off the 
bridge, turning completly over and land­ 
ing right side up. 
The dining car stands 
on end against the pier. 
A passenger car 
remains on the bridge, having stripped tho 
ties ahead of it 
over the sectiion that 
collapsed. 
Eight or ten persons were killed and 
about thirty wounded persons have been 
taken out of the cars. 
L o n d o n, Ont., Feb. 28.— About thirty 
tickets were bought at the station here by 
passengers on the St. Louis empress, and 
when the accident to tbe train was report­ 
ed it caused great excitement throughout 
the city. 
E. R. Baines, general store­ 
keeper of the Grand Trunk railway, and 
M. W. Wemp, traveling agent for tho Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, from 
this city, are among the killed. 
Conductor 
Revell and Frank McLaughlin are in the 
list of wounded. 
Tho dining-room car contained about 
seven persons besides tho waiters. 
Supper 
had just been announced and in a few min­ 
utes the car would have been filled and all 
must have perished.

The bridge which gave way is IOO feet 
high. 
The accident was witnessed by some 
of the town's people. 
An alarm was given 
immediately, and crowds hurried toward 
the scene of the wreck. 
Every available 
conveyance was hurried to the bridge, and 
as the dead and wounded were taken out 
of the debris they were conveyed to hotels, 
private residences, Mechanics’ 
Institute 
hall, and the station house. 
A noble array 
of heroic women turned out to minister to 
the wounded and dying. 
All the doctors 
were soon on hand and attended without 
delay to the poor mortals who groaned 
and cried for help. 
An auxiliary train arri veil from Hamil­ 
ton and another from London. 
A special 
came from Woodstock, a sister town that 
has suffered more heavily than any other, 
also bringing a large number of people. 
Doctors came from Paris, Brantford, Ham­ 
ilton, Woodstock, and London, and for a 
time the hands of all were full. 
The wreck is a terrible one. 
On one part 
of the bridge are some ties heaped to g e th e r, 
part of them splintered to atoms. 
A par­ 
tially demolished Pullman car occupies a 
place on the bridge. 
The dining car stands 
almost perpendicularly upon its end. 
The 
upper end leans against one of the vast 
stone piers. 
The hind wheels of the 
car became detached from it just before it 
took its fearful leap and they now nestle 
in tile iron frame-work of tho bridge. 
The 
first-class coach took a complete somer­ 
sault in its descent, and, though it landed 
right side up, is very nearly demolished. 
A heap of debris lies at tho foot of one of 
the piers, and a strange conglomeration it 
is of car-wheels, stoves and other railway 
attachments. 
Engineer Brown remained at his post 
and passed over in safety, while the fire­ 
man jumped and was so severely injured 
that he died.

In tbe senate twenty-eight petitions 
were presented favoring the oounty op­ 
tion bill. 
A Joint resolution was introduced ad­ 
journing tbe legislature March 29; and 
that ell committees make final report en 
all bills pending before March 19. 
Among the bills parsed were those 
pro riding for a uniform contract or policy 
of fire insurance; and appropriating two 
thousand dollars to the state firemens 
association. 
A bill was introduced in the senate 
to establish a state reformatory for girls 
and women, as authorized by the joint 
resolution introduced in the senate and 
passed jesterday.and concurred in by 
the assembly to day. By the bill the 
state board of supervision is empowered 
to receive donations of laud not less 
than ten acres, and not lees than

S pringfield, 111., Feb. 2S.—Tho two 
anti-trust factions mot face to face in tho 
House Wednesday morning, and an hour’s 
contest was necessary to decide the ques­ 
tion of supremacy between the Merritt and 
Lester bills. 
It was finally decided to re­ 
commit the Lester bill to tho committee on 
judicial department by a voto of 78 yeas 
to 42 nays. 
Mr. Dixon’s bill providing for the dispo­ 
sal of unclaimed moneys in tho hands of 
guardians was read a third time and passed. 
The bill authorizing tho State treasurer to 
receive from the United States treasurer all 
money due tho State of Illinois by reason 
of having established a homo for invalid 
soldiers and sailors was read a third time 
and passed by an almost unanimous voto. 
This bill secures to tho State treasury of 
Illinois about $80,000. 
The Lincoln park drive-way bill was read 
a third time and passed after some discus­ 
sion. 
The object of this bill is to enable 
Hie extension of a lake shore drive-way 
from Lincoln park to Evanston. 
Mr. Miller’s bill to provide for the iden­ 
tification of habitual criminals was read a 
third time and passed. 
This bill provides 
for the keeping by all prisons of a com­ 
plete record of all inmates, as well es 
their description and photograph, in order 
to secure their identification in subsequent 
trials. 
A resolution was introduced by Mr. 
Mooney and referred to the committee on 
agriculture to punish by fine the selling of 
packages of flour which 
are short in 
weight. 
After 12 o’clock the Jones bill to regu­ 
late stock yard charges came up on th 
reading. 
After a lively debate on 
question the House, by a vote of 55 yeas 
to 63 nays, refused to pass the bill. 
A motion for its reconsideration was 
laid on the table by a vote of 73 to 44, aud 
the House adjourned. 


SOLONS COME TO BLO WA 


Sensational Scene in the Lower Bonce 
of the Indiana Legislature. 
I ndianapolis, Ind., Feb. 28.—In the 
House Wednesday afternoon when prohib­ 
ition was being discussed Mr. Willard ac­ 
cused the Republicans of pharisee ism 
told them that they were not sincere in their 
anti-liquor attitudes. 
Mr. Stanley (Rep.) 
made some reply and Willard responded 
acrimoniously, reflecting somewhat on Stan­ 
ley. 
Mr. Linck (Rep.) asked the speaker 
if Willard had not called Stanley a liar. 
Willard took up the question and said he 
had not. 
“ Yes yon did,” said Linck. 
“You called him a liar, but you can’t 
me one.” 
He then advanced to Willard in 
a passion and struck him in the face. Wil­ 
lard was seated at the time. 
There was 
great excitement and a rush toward the 
contestants, resulting in their separation. 
Mr. Linck’s language was taken down, and 
after cooling off he apologized. 
He said 
Mr. Willard had greatly exasperated bimt 
and he had struck the blow while smarting 
under Willard’s supposed reflection on his 
colleague. 
W. E. Niblack, one of the five gentle­ 
men selected by the Legislature to act as 
Supreme Court Commissioners, called on 
Gov. Hovey and requested that he be com­ 
missioned. 
The Governor refused to issue 
a commission, holding that the act is un­ 
constitutional for the reason that it de­ 
prives the Governor of the power to ap­ 
point judges, a power expressly conferred 
by the constitution. 
The act as passed 
provides that in case the Governor does 
not issue the commissions the Speaker of 
the House and the Secretary of the Senate 
shall issue and sign certificates which shall 
take the place of commissions. 
It is pre­ 
sumed that theso certificates will be issued 
at once and that the Commissioners will 
appear before the regularly chosen judges 
of the Supreme Court in order to qualify 
before entering upon their duties. 
This 
action will have the effect to bring tho act 
under which they were selected before that 
court in a form in which its Constitution­ 
ality can be tested. 


The Democrats of the lower House of MA 
Legislature met in secret caucus Wednesday 
night and resolved to expel, fine, and im­ 
prison Representative Linck for his attack 
on Representative Willard.

ms this has never been attempted before in 
this State, and it is probable that a high 
old time will be the result.

have Linck put in the county jail by t$ie 
doorkeeper. 


A tto rn ey L aw ren ce Say* ll am li Th in ss 
C oncerning Ive* and Ntajrner. 
New Y ork, Feb. 28. — F’rank R. Law­ 
rence, attorney for the Cincinnati, Ha :>ii- 
ton & Dayton railroad in its civil suit 
•gainst Henry S. Ives and George II. Stay- 
ner, had a conference with District Attor­ 
ney Fellows and his assistant, Mr. Bai her. 
Mr. Lawrence said there was no doubt 
of the conviction of Ives and btayner on 
any of the four counts which the grand 
jury found against them. 
Woodruff’s tes­ 
timony would be needed though it may be 
used against the two financiers in the trial. 
The lawyer said that within the past twen­ 
ty-four hours he bad found out Ives and 
his partner had put away considerable more 
money as a result of their railroad trans­ 
actions than at first thought. 
He did not 
think it was $1,000,000, but it was a good- 
sized fortune for anybody to possess. 
The 
penalty in their cases would be five to ten 
years, to which five would be added. 
It is possible that Ives and Stayner may 
be tried on more than one of the four sepa­ 
rate counts against them, but Mr. Lawrence 
thought a sentence of ten years on one of 
the oounts would probably mean a Ii i'm- 
sentence for Stayner, who is about 60 years 
old 
Mr, Lawrence added that the investiga­ 
tion of the matter had led him to believe 
the operations of Ives and his confederates 
were the most remarkable in the history of 
crime. 
They only took hold of a road to 
wreck it 
Even the Mineral line, which 
was only twelve miles long and which ap ­ 
parently offered no inducements to the 
average professional wrecker, was squeezed 
to the extent of $600,000 in the first year. 
“The Vandalia line was taken up by Ives,” 
said Mr. Lawrence, “only ten weeks before 
the failure was announced, yet he and 
Stayner within that short time had taken

T W O M I C H I G A N C O N V E N T I O N S . 


P r o h ib itio n ist and L abor N om in ees for 
S u prem e C ourt J u stic es. 
Lansing, Mich., Feb. 28.—The 
I m ­ 
bibition State convention was held here 
Wednesday and nominated James IL Lang 
of Flint for justice of tho Supreme court, 
and the Rev. John Russell of Macombe and 
Russell R. Kellogg of Ionia for university 
regents. 
Prof. Samuel Dieckie, chairman 
of the National Prohibition Committee, 
presided. 
Resolutions were adopted reaffirming the 
national platform; protesting against the 
enactment of any further local optoin legis­ 
lation, and demanding reforms in the man­ 
ner of conducting elections. 
Union Labor and Greenback representa­ 
tives also met here Wednesday and a futile 
effort was made to secure a joint con­ 
ference, the matter ending in the Union 
Labor men giving the Greenbackere a 
sharp slap in the face by denying in the 
resolutions that there is any longer a 
Greenback party in existence. 
They then 
nominated Lawrence McHugh of Arenac 
for Supreme Court justice. 
The dis­ 
comfited Greenbackers indorsed tho renom­ 
ination of Justice Sherwood, the Dem­ 
ocratic candidate. 


London, Feb. 28.—In the Famell com­ 
mission Wednesday morning on tho open­ 
ing of court Sir Richard Webster read a 
statement on the part of tho Times an­ 
nouncing the complete withdrawal from 
the inquiry f tho evideuce relating to Mr. 
Parnell and the other letters, and express­ 
ing the regret of the Times it ever published 
them. 
Sir Charles Russell expressed a desire to 
investigate the conduct of Houston and the 
conspiracy behind him. 
Judge Hannon 
suggested in reply that Sir Charles place 
his clients in the witness box and consider 
in the interim v hat action to take concern­ 
ing Houston. In accordance with this sug­ 
gestion Mr. Parnell was culled as a witness. 
His appearance in the box caused a stir in 
the crowded court room aud every eye 
was fixed on him. 
Mr. Parnell, in quiet 
but firm tones, denied that tho signature 
appended to the letter of May 15 was his, 
nor did he know by whom tho body of the 
letter was written. 
In reply to the general 
question of Sir Charles Mr. Parnell de­ 
nounced all the letters attributed to him as 
forgeries, and declared that those with 
Egan’s name attached were equally spuri­ 
ous. Tho attorney-general asked no ques­ 
tions and Mr. Parnell retired. 
Court thereupon adjourned until Eriday 
to allow the presence of Mr. Campbell.

The issue of the second edition of the 
Times, usually due at 2 p. rn., was delayed 
over an hour Wednesday under circum­ 
stances almost unprecedented in the history 
of the paper. 
It seems it was held back 
in order that all advertisements of the 
pamphlet “ Parnellism and Crime” might 
be taken out. 
It is understood the Times’ 
action was the result of an injunction. 
In connection with Mr. Parnell’s appli­ 
cation to the Dublin courts for permission 
to bring suits against the Times for libel, 
that paj>er has instructed its solicitors to 
oppose the granting of a writ on the 
grounds that a similar action brought by 
Mr. Parnell in the Edinburgh courts was 
dismissed and that the trial would inter­ 
fere with the commission’s investigation. 
Mr. Parnell’s legal advisers will slongly 
resist the argument of the Times. 
A crowd of friends besieged Mr. Parnell 
in the lobby of the House of Commons 
Wednesday. 
Sir W. B. Barttelot, Con­ 
servative, shook hands with Mr. Parnell. 
Mr. Parnell has as yet come to no defin­ 
ite decision regarding his action, bat he is 
determined to follow Sir Charles Russell’s 
conspiracy suggestion. 
In the event of the commission making 
the interim report on the forged letters the 
opposition leaders will immediately bring 
the matter before the House of Commons. 
The Times to-day in its leading editorial 
quotes in full the apology tendered by A t­ 
torney-General Webster before the Parnell 
commission for the publication of the forged 
letters and continues: 
‘‘We desire to indorse as appropriate 
every word of the foregoing statement. 
It 
is our wish as it is our duty to do so. 
Moreover, Mr. Parnell 
having in the 
witness-box stated that tho letters are 
forgeries we accept in every respect the 
truth of that statement. 
In these circum­ 
stances we deem it right to express our 
regret, most fully and sincerely, at having 
been induced to publish tho letters as Mr. 
Parnell’s or to use them in evidence against 
him. 
This expression of regret includes 
also tho letters falsely attributed to Mr. 
Egan, Mr. Davitt, aud Mr. O'Kelly. 
“ It is scarcely fitting now to enter into 
the circumstances under which wo received 
, and published them. 
We are bound, how- 
j ever, to point out that Pigott was not the 
person with I whom we 
communicated. 
I Moreover we must add that we firmly be- 
| lieved the letters were genuine until the 
disclosures made by Pi got t on cross-exami­ 
nation. 
It must bj evident to all reasona- 
I blo persons that if conspiracy existed tho 
Times was victimized by and not a party 
to.it. 
Errors in judgment may have been 
committed, and for them the |>eualty must 
be paid. 
It must be clearly understood 
that what we have done is altogether upon 
our own motion and our own responsibility 
and in the public int: rest^aione. This with­ 
drawal of course re I ors exclusively to tho 
letters obtained from Pigott.” 
The Daily News says: “ The Times tried 
to destroy Parnell. 
Parnell has destroyed 
the Times. 
Never again shall any man 
who respects himself read its accaations 
without a smile of languid disgust. 
The 
Times is no representative of the English 
press. 
We do not hesitate to say that no 
other English paper would have boen 
capable of engaging in the abominable 
traffic which has led the Times to such a 
dismal depth of infamy. 
If anything 
could add to the degredation 
of the 
Times’ avowal it would be tho terms in 
which Sir Richard Webster made his so­ 
called apology. 
For the credit of tho bar 
Sir Richard ought to have refused to con­ 
nect himself with such an ignoble compo­ 
sition. 
If the bar can not express its 
opinion of such behavior Parliament must 
be invited to do so promptly.” 
The United Ireland says that not only 
the forger, as it describes the Times, but 
also the government was in the swim. 
A majority of the European newspapers 
comment on the case mainly as affecting 
the position of the Times.

THE TRIAL.

It iB probable that the committee will de­ 
cide that A. Reid, the member of Ash­ 
bury chnrch who is on trial on a charge 
of unchristian conduct, is entitled to a 
card of withdrawal. 
The evidence about Mr. Wharton’s 
purchase of tobacco on a Sunday was in­ 
troduced to show that the accused mem­ 
ber of his dock was justified in asking for 
a card of withdrawal. 


Most of the work that is being turned 
on! by the three anion tailor shops cf 
the city is tnat which is sent to Chicago 
or Milwaukee. 
Several bundles were 
sent to-day, but both the strikers and 
their employers are inclined to think 
that the trouble will soon be adjusted. 
It may be said for the information of 
tbe uninitiated that work done by 
journeymen tailors is paid for entirely 
by the pieoe. 
The “bill'' is the scale 
of prioes paid for the ms king of ooate, 
vests, pants and overcoats of various I 
grades. For ten years there had been no 
change in the bill of Janesville shops, 
and the reoent .reduction caused tbe 
strike. 
It was proposed yesterday afternoon 
by tbe employers that in place of tbe 
new bill a reduction of ten per cent be 
made on tbe old bill and tbe tailors fur­ 
nish their own shops, doing their work 
at home or wherever they please. This 
is the custom in Chicago and Milwaukee, 
one journeyman doing work perhaps for 
three or four firms. 
“ If they will furnish the shops”, said 
Mr. John M. Knell', "we oan afford to 
pay within ten per cent of the old bill, 
for our shop oosts us in a ) ear some­ 
thing over two hundred and fifty dollars. 
The offer was reported to the strikers, 
but was refused. In place of it a propo­ 
sition was returned to furnish shops if 
tbe old bill was allowed to stand. Both 
sides speak as if anxious that the matter 
be settled, the employers preferring to 
have men whose work they know rather 
than to break in new help, while the 
tailors, some of whom have been in tbe 
same shops for fifteen years, preferring 
working in this oily to taking up the 
needle in shops outside.

OF SHOP BILL A NORRIS VS. THI COM­ 
PANY. 
The suit of Shopbell A Norris against 
the Badger Soap Company, Jennie M* 
O. Keller, Cornelia J . Hawes, L. N. 
Williamson, J. H. Kiel. the Merchants' 
and Mechanics’ Savings Bank, Charles 
B. Conrad, as assignee, Joseph B. Bap­ 
tism, M. L . Barrett, Clanton Rockhill, 
J. B. Bu fiord, F. H. Wright, and others, 
was decided by Judge Bennett last 
evening. In his decision Judge Bennett 
held th it the four chattel mortgages ex­ 
ecuted by tbe Badger Soap Company 
to Jennie M. O. Keller, president, Cor­ 
nelia J. Ha wee. director, and other 
officers, aggregating over nine thousand 
dollars, on property of tbe company, 
about tbe time it was suspended, are void; 
that only the chattel mortgage executed 
{to Julius H. Kiel, of Oshkosh, for $1,970, 
is valid, aud the first lien upon the Bad­ 
ger Soap Company, and,is to bepaid first, 
with costs of suit. Judge Bennett far­ 
ther finds that Ellis Shopbell and Salton 
Noms have tbe second lien upon tbe 
property, with costs, and that the other 
creditors who bad levied executions upon 
the property of the company are entitled 
to the levies made, after Shopbell Sc Nor­ 
ris’ debt is satisfied.

A LOCAL GROCER TELLS HOW IT MAY B I 


DONE AT SMALL EXPENSE. 
" I see the papers credit a man down 
in Indiana with ‘inventing’ a process for 
making maple sugar out of sorghum”, 
said a west side grocer contemptuously. 
•‘Now I never would have anything to do 
with it of course, but tbe trick has been 
tried ever since the year of the big wind. 
Anybody 
that likes maple sugar and 
maple syrup can supply himself very 
cheaply. The scheme is the same that 
this man bas patterned—mix a little ex­ 
tract of hickory with ordinary syrup. 
You oan make the extract by boiling tbe 
hickory bark or wood, or by letting wa­ 
ter filter through tbe fine chips. 
Then 
take a gallon of cane sugar syrup or sor­ 
ghum of fair quality and not too thick, 
and heat it until it almost boils. Then 
stir in three tablespoonfuls of the hick­ 
ory and let the stuff cool. You’ll find 
you have a syrup that nobody but a Ver­ 
monter could tell from the pure quill. 
Boil it down sud you get maple sugar; 
but bere it would be a trifle easier to 
tell the imitation, for the continued boil* 
mg seems to bring out a certain touob of 
bitterness.
